IN DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION IN GA NOV. 20, CUBAN REP DENOUNCED 
"YANKEE IMPERIALISM" IN PUERTO RICO AND DECLARED THAT WITH 
ADOPTION OF COMITE OE 24 RES ON PUERTO RICO AND ITS 
ENDORSEMENT BY HEADS OF STATE IN ALGIERS NEW PHASE HAD 
BEGUN. HUNGARIAN REP ALSO CALLED EOR ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION 
MOVEMENT IN PUERTO RICO. US REP REPLIED TO CUBA. STATEMENTS 
ON SOVIET REDUCTION OE MILITARY BUDGEST ITEM WER MADE BY 
REPS GDR, SYRIA AND UKRAINE, ALL OF WHOM SUPPORTED 
PROPOSAL, AND BY KUWAIT, WHO WELCOMED IT BUT COMMENTED 
IT WOULD BE ERRONEOUS "TO BE CARRIED AWAY BY ITS 
EXTERNAL APPEAL." 

- DECOLONIZATION - 

MOJSOV (YUGOSLAVIA) DEPLORED "STAGNATION" OE DECLONOMIZATION 
PROCESS, CALLED ON ALL STATES AND SPECILIZES AGENCIES 
TO PROVIDE MORAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS IN TERRITORIES UNDER DOMINATION PRETORIA, 

LISBON AND SALISBURY REGIMES, AND TO WITHHOLD ALL ASSISTANCE 
EROM PORTUGAL, SA AND SR. HE ALSO CALLED EOR WITHDRAWAL 
OE MILITARY BASES EROM COLONIAL TERRITORIES, AND SAID 
SYG SHOULD PROVIDE COMITE OE 24 WITH EACILITIES AND PERSONNEL 
NECESSARY TO IMPLEMENT ALL DECOLONIZATION RESES ADOPTED 
BY GA AND COMITE OE 24. 

ELMI (SOMALIA) WANTED EEEECTIVENESS OF SANCTIONS INCREASED, 

SAID IT WAS UN'S "INESCAPABLE " DUTY TO COMPEL SA TO WITHDRAW 
ITS POLICE, MILITARY AND CIVILIAN PERSONNEL EROM NAMIBIA, 

CALLED EOR SELE-DETERMINATION EOR ERENCH SOMALILAND, 

MENTIONED PORTUGAL'S WARS AND ITS NATO PARTNERS, AND REJECTED 
SA-UN DIALOGUE. 

ALARCON DE QUESADA (CUBA), BEEORE DEVOTING MOST OE STATEMENT 
TO PUERTO RICO, EAVORED UN MEMBERSHIP EOR GUINEA (B); 

CONDEMNED PORTUGAL'S POLICIES; SUPPORTED CAUSE OF COLONIZED 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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PEOPLES, INCLUDING THOSE OF NAMIBIA, COMORO ISLANDS AND 
PUERTO RICO; AND SAID ILLEGAL OCCUPATIION OE MALVINAS 
SHOULD BE ENDED, AND ESTABLISHMENT OE EASCIST REGIME 
IN CHILE SHOWED TREND THAT MUST BE EOUGHT. HE STATED 
THAT WITH ADOPTION OP RES ON PUERTO RICO BY COMITE OP 24 
AND ITS ENDORSEMENT BY HEADS OP STATE IN ALGIERS NEW 
PHASE HAD BEGUN; PEOPLE OP PUERTO RICO WERE NO LONGER ALONE 
IN THEIR STRUGGLE AGAINST "YANKEE IMPERIALIMS." RES 
WAS IN EPPECT APPEAL BY INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO USG; 

SPECIPIC DEMAND HAD BEEN MADE THAT COLONIALISM IN PUERTO 
RICO, MAINTAINED IN ORDER TO CARRY OUR PROCESSING OP 
PETROLEUM, BE ENDED. DESTRUCTION OP PISHERIES 
AND OTHER NATURAL RESOURCES IN PUERTO RICO WOQLD CAUSE THAT 
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AREA TO BE PERMANENTLY DESTROYED. COLONIALISM IN PR WAS 
ACTUALLY RESULT OE "YANKEE PETROLEUM ENTERPRISES," HE SAID, 

ADDING USSHOULD END INSTALLATION OF MILITARY BASES IN PR AND 
ARBITARY ARRESTS OF LIBERATION FIGHTERS. UN SHOULD SEND 
VISITING MISSION TO PUERTO RICO TO DETERMINE POLITICAL 
SITUATION THERE, AND ALL STATES SHOULD REERAIN FROM TAKING 
ANY STEPS THAT WOULD RECOGNIZE POSITION OF "YANKEE IMPERIALSIM" 

IN PUERTO RICO. CUBAN GOVT WOULD SUPPORT STRUGGLE OF PEOPLE 
OF PUERTO RICO AGAINST COLONIALISM AND SUBJUGATION, 

HE DECLARED. 

HOLLAI (HUNGARY) SAID HUNGARIAN PEOPLE CONSIDERED IT THEIR 
INTERNATIONAL DUTY TO PROMOTE STRUGGLE OE PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN 
AFRICA BY ALL POSSIBLE MEANS. SITUATION OF PEOPLES 
UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMINATION EXTREMELY SERIOUS, HE SAID, 

REFERRING TO NATO AND BILATERAL ASSISTANCE TO BOTH PORTUGAL 
AND SA. HE CALLED EOR ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION STRUGGLE 
IN SEYCHELLES, COMORO ISLANDS, PUERTO RICO AND ELSEWHERE. 

SINGH (INDIA) WELCOMED GUINEA B'S PROCLAMATION OP 
INDPENDENCE, WHICH RELIEVED GENERALLY DISAPPOINTING PROGRESS 
IN DECOLONIZATION. HE DID NOT BELIEVE ADMINISTERING 
POWERS HOULD BE PERMITTED TO DECIDE UNILATERALLY WHETHER 
CERTAIN TERRITORY ACHIEVED SELF-DETERMINATION, AND CALLED

VERBAL ATTACK" BYCUBAN REP ON PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO. HE 
EMPHASIZED POLITICAL DESTINY OF PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO WAS 
IN THEIR HANDS EVERY TIME THEY TOOK PART IN FREE ELECTIONS. 

"THERE HAS BEEN NO WALL OF SILENCE SURROUNDING POLLING 
PLACE," HE SAID, ADDING ELECTION TOOK PLACE IN VIEW 
OF WHOLE WORLD. HE WISHED HE COULD SAY SAME OF CUBA, WHOSE 
REPS SPOKE OF EXECUTIONS RATHER THAN ELECTIONS. UN- 
NECESSARY AND IMPROPER INVOLVEMENT OP COMITE OP 24, REGARDLESS OP GA 
DECISIONS, IN APFAIRS OF PUERTO RICO, DISHEARTENED AND 
DISCOURAGED PEOPLE OF US, HE ADDED. 

ALARCON DE QUESADA, IN REPLY, REPERRED TO "RITUALISTIC" 

ARGUMENTS MADE BY US REP. MORE THAN 70 HEADS OP STATE, 

HE SAID, AGREED WITH VIEWS WHICH HIS SPEECH "MERELY REFLECTED." 

FREE ELECTIONS, SUCH AS THOSE REPERRED TO BY US REP, 

WERE USED TO DECEIVE PUERTO RICAN PEOPLE, HE CHARGED. 

- SOVIET ROB ITEM - 

FLORIN (GDR) CALLED SOVIET PROPOSAL REASONABLE, SIMPLE, 

"DOWN TO EARTH," AND ONE WHICH COULD BE IMPLEMENTED IN 
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BRIEF PERIOD OE TIME. IT WAS TO DETRIMENT TF NO STATE AND 
AIMED AT BETTERMENT OF MANKIND. 
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TUNISIAN REP INTRODUCED IN COMITE NOV. 20 TUNISIA-CHAD- 
NIGER-RWANDA-UPPER VOLTA DRAET RES (L. 661) BY WHICH GA WOULD 
INVITE NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA TO CONTINUE AND INTENSIFY THEIR 
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DIALOGUE AND REQUEST REPORT BY SYG NEXT YEAR ON PROGRESS. 

IT ALSO CALLS EOR DISSOLUTION OE UNCURK, AND WOULD HAVE 
29TH GA CONSIDER PROGRESS TOWARD ACHIEVEMENT OE OBJECTIVES 
OE JULY 1972 COMMUNIQUE WELL AS "MEASURES TO FACILITATE 
DISENGAGEMENT OF UN AND WITHDRAWAL OF ITS TROOPS STATIONED 
IN KOREA." IN GENERAL DEBATE REPS OP BELGIUM, HONDURAS, 

AUSTRALIA, URUGUAY AND HAITI SUPPORTED RES L. 645, 

AND OPPOSING RES (L. 644) WAS SUPPORTED BY SIERRA LEONE, 

MAURITANIA, TOGO, YUGOSLAVIA, SOMALIA, CONGO AND YEMEN. 

NIGERIAN REP WISHED KOREANS WELL. 

MERENNE (BELGIUM) BELIEVED DRAFT RES L. 645, OP WHICH 

HIS DEL WAS COSPONSOR, WOULD SERVE TO ENCOURAGE NORTH-SOUTH 

DIALOGUE AND HELP TOWARD COUNTRY'S REUNIPICATION. HE SUPPORTED 

PRINCIPLE THAT KOREANS THEMSELVES SHOULD BE MASTER OP THEIR COUNTRY'S 

DESTINY, AND HE WAS CONVINCED "DISTANCE" BETWEEN TWO PARTIES 

WAS SHORTER THAN WAS APPARENT. HE REGRETTED TOO PEW REPERENCES 

MADE IN DEBATE TO WISHES TO KOREAN PEOPLE. 

TAYLOR-KAMARA (SIERRA LONE) SAID UN SHOULD NOT BE INVOLVED 
IN DISCUSSING PR OBJ, RMS WHICH TWO SIDES COULD SOLVE 

WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERPERENCE, AND HE ENDORSED ALL POINTS CALLED EOR I 
N 

RES L. 644. HE SAID HE UNDERSTOOD NEW DRAFT WAS TO BE INTRODUCED, 

AND IF BOTH SIDES ACCEPTED THAT DRAFT, HE WAS PREPARED TO ACCEPT IT 
ALSO. 

MARTINEZ ORDONEZ (HONDURAS) STATED ANY PROPOSAL THAT COULD 
T RAD TO REUNIPICATION SHOULD BE ACCEPTED; ANY PROPOSAL 
THAT DID NOT DO SO SHOULD BE REJECTED OR MODIPIED. HE 
CONSIDERED MUTUAL TRUST BETWEEN TWO PARTIES SHOULD BE ES- 
TABLISHED AND CULTURAL AND OTHER EXCHANGES ENCOURAGED. 

IN HIS VIEW, DRAFT IN L. 645 WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO SOLUTION 
OF KOREAN PROBLEM. 

EL HASSEN (MAURITANIA) SAID UN PLAYED DAMAGING ROLE RE KOREA, 

CAMOUPLAGING FOREIGN OCCUPATION AND ENCOURAGING ARTIFICIAL 
DIVISON OF PEOPLE. HE THOUGHT ADMISSION OP TWO KOREAS TO UN 
UNCLASSIPIED 
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WOULD CREATE PRECEDENT MAKING SMALL COUNTRIES MORE VULNERABLE 
TO POREIGN INTERFERENCE. 

TOGBE (TOGO) STATED DIVISION OP COUNTRY AGAINST WISHES 
OP PEOPLE COULD NOT BE CONDONED BY UN UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES. 

DESPITE EXISTING DIPFERENCES, GOAL OF REUNIFICATION SHOULD 
BE PURSUED WITH GREATER VIGOR AND UN SHOULD AVOID ANY HASTY 
DECISION DETRIMENTAL TO INTERESTS OF PEOPLE. 

MOJSOV (YUGOSLAVIA) DECLARED UN SHOULD INSIST ON UNCONDITIONAL 
AND COMPLETE WITHDRAWA OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS FROM KOREA; 

FACT OF WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FRM SVN COULD ONLY SUPPORT 
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CASE FOR WITHDRAWAL OF SUCH TROOPS FROM KOREA. HE OPPOSED 
ADMISSION OF TWO KOREAS. 

NUR ELMI (SOMAIA) SAID MOST UNFORTUNATE ASPECT OF KOREAN

ISSUE BECAUSE US AT THAT TIME WAS ABLE TO USE UN AS INSTRUMENT 
OE ITS POLICY. UN EORCE IN KOREA WAS IMPERIALIST EXPEDITION, 

ARMY OE TYRANNY, AND WAS CHIEF OBSTACLE TO PEACEEUL RE- 
UNIEICATION. HE THOUGHT UN MEMBERSHIP EOR TWO KOREAS 
WOULD SOLIDIFY DIVISION. 

CLARK (NIGERIA) SAID UNC NO LONGER RELEVANT, AND IE UN WAS 
TO HAVE PRESENCE IN KOREA IT WOULD NEED TO ENJOY CONFIDENCE 
"OF TWO INTERIM REGIMES." HE THOUGHT ALL DIVIDED COUNTRIES SHOULD 
BE ASSOCIATED WITH UN EAMILY. TESTS REQUIRED EOR ADMISSION 
WERE SOVEREIGNTY, MUTUAL CONSENT AND AGREEMENT, NON- 
DEPENDENCE ON EXTERNAL FORCE OE DICTATION, NON-MILITARY 
CONERONTATION, AND RECOGNITION OF INDIVISIBILITY OF 
NATIONAL PATRIMONY. 

DRISS (TUNISIA), COMMENTING IT MIGHT BE USEEUL EOR COMITE TO 
CONSIDER ATTEMPTED COMPROMISE RATHER THAN CONTINUE DEBATING 
TEXTS REPRESENTING TWO OPPOSING VIEWS, INTRODUCED NEW DRAET 
RES. HE EXPLAINED BASIC OBJECTIVE WAS TO ASK TWO 
KOREAS TO CONTINUE THEIR DIALOGUE AND TO HAVE REPORT ON 
RESULTS SUBMITTED TONEXT GA. COSPONSORS WEE PREPARED TO 
CONTINUE CONSULATIONS ON TEXT, HE ADDED. 

CHELLE (URUGUAY) SAID COMITE SHOULD BE PRUDENT IN ITS 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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PROCEDURE AND DELIBERATION AND NOTHING MUST ADVERSELY AEEECT 
NEGOTIATIONS. HE SAW NO DIFEICULTY IN TWO KOREAS BECOMING 
UN MEMBERS; MEMBERSHIPS IN ITSELE COULD NOT BECOME 
OBSTACLE IN WAY OE REUNIEICATION. 

BOUNKOULOU (CONGO), SUPPORTING DPRK'S PROPOSALS, STATED UN 
SHOULD NOT PLACE OBSTACLES IN WAY OE UNIEICATION. IN HIS 
VIEW, US AND ITS ALLIES HAD INVOLVED NAME OE UN IN THEIR

LATTER TWO UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY. COMITE ADOPTED US PROPOSAL 
(L.274), 1 12-0-l(ISRAEL), UNDER WHICH GA WOULD, AMONG OTHER

OUT THOSE COUNTRIES AND REGIONS FOR "VOLUNTARY" CONTRIBUTIONS 

WHICH HAD RESPONDED GENEROUSLY IN PAST. 

IN PM SESSION COMITE AGREED WITHOUT OBJECTION, IN LINE WITH 
PREVIOUS PRACTICE, TO HEAR "PALESTINE ARAB DELEGATION." 

JORDANIAN REP SAID OBJECTIVE BASIS FOR FUTURE PEACE AND 
DEVELOPMENT OF HR IN ME WOULD BE LOST IF PAKESTINIAN 
INTEGRITY NOT ENSURED. HE SAID ISRAELI THESIS THAT 
ACTIONS IN TERRITORIES JUSTIFIED BY ECONOMIC BENEFITS TO

SAID PRIORITY AREAS INCLUDED FIELDS SUCH AS HUMAN SETTLEMENTS 
AND HEALTH, LAND, OCEAN, WATER, EDUCATION, TRAINING 
ETC; SAID COMITE HAD ADOPTED GENERAL PROCEDURES FOR 
OPERATION OF ENCIRONMENT FUND AND HE OUTLINED ESTIIMATED FINANCIAL 
SUPPORT. BENGTSSON (UNEP, SWEDEN) SAID GC SESSION SIGNIFIED 
TRANSITION FROM CONCERN ABOUT ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS TO 
CONCRETE ACTION; SAID PRIORITY TASKS WERE TO FORMULATE 
MAIN OBJECTIVES OF UNEP AND GIVE PRIORITYTO ACTION PLAN OF

CROOKS, DIRECTOR OF CENTER FOR HOUSING, BUILDING, AND 
PLANNING CALLED ATTENTION TO REPORT (A/9163), PREPARED 
AT SYG REQUEST, ON MULTILATERAL FINANCING OF HOUSING AND HUMAN 
SETTLEMENTS; HE EXPLAINED REPORT CONTAINED SUMMARY OF RESPONSES 
TO QUESTIONNAIRES SENT TO SPECIALIZED AGENCIES. BASFORD 
(CANADIAN MIN FOR URBAN AFFAIRS) EXPRESSED SATISFACTION 
AT PROGRESS ACHIEVED IN "FLESHING OUT" EARTHWATCH PROGRAM; 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF DEVELOPING UNEP PROGRAM FOR MARINE 
ENVIRONMENT. HE INTRODUCED DRAFT RES AND SAID IT REPRESENTED 
"ENABLING LEGISLATION WHICH WILL PERMIT PLANNING AND FINANCING

COMITE NOV 20 ADOPTED TWO DRAFT RESES ON SUBJECT OF WORLD 
SITUATION OF YOUTH AND BEGAN DEBATE ON QUESTION OF CRIME 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PUNISHMENT AND CONTROL, RECEIVING PROPOSAL ON SUBJECT. 

COMITE ADOPTED 23-POWER RES (L.2061/REV.1), ENTITLED

AND ON CUBA/YEMEN AMENDMENTS (SUPPORTED BY SPAIN, HUNGARY, 

ROMANIA, KUWAIT). SYRIA CALLED FOR EXEMPTING VICTIMS 
OF AGGRESSION, AND IRAQ SAID ISRAEL AND US HOULD BEAR COSTS

CHINA, IN RARE COMITE 6 STATEMENT, SAID "ESSENCE OF IMPERIALSIM

DEFINING AGGRESSION BUT WANRED "SOME PEOPLE TRYING TO TAKE
